AN EASILY MADE TRAVELING

A comfortable and becoming travel-

1t can be made of taffeta or pique
or canvas or linen. or of duvetyn. It

can even be made of tweed, but as
tweed ravels easlly it Is difficult to
work with.

The method of making this hat

calls for heavy canvas as an interlin
ing for the hrim and heavy crinnlinn
or canvas as an interlining for  the
crown The erown can be made 10
shaped sectlons, stitched together. ar
all In one piece In Tam-o'-Shanter
faghlon. This crawn can be gath
ered or pleated into the brim.

The whoir secret of meking this
ha! successfully lies in the stitching
of the brim It must be mneatly
stitched. around and around, begin-
ning at the edge and working toward
the center in one long, curving line
This stitching, and the shape of the
brim. make it curve upward at the
edges, and the curving brim glves It
{te greatest claim to distinction

The brim can be fastened up on
one side with a quill or a neat rosette
of the fabric. or It can be left to rol!
in any way It happens to roll. When
the hat {8 worn In the bright sun
the brim can be turned down to keep
out the light.  Its flexible brim alk0
makes it suitable for steamer. wear,
